The prisoners had 
just been locked in their cells for the night, 
and when the blast hit the prison they set 
up an awful howling and screaming. Their 
terror was intensified when a moment after 
the windows were blown in there was a rip- 
ping and roaring sound which filled the pris- 
oners with abject fear. This noise was 
caused by the wind ripping off the roof of 
the administration building. Warden John- 
son sent the keepers through the prison to 
calm the men, who begged to be released 
from their cells to be given a chance for 
their lives. 

For some time the men were in terror. 
Some trembled and remained standing, 
clasping the bars of the cell doors, Others 
threw themselves upon their cots and 
moaned. Others prayed, while some, seem- 
ingly driven daft by the uproar, the cause 
of which was shut out from their sight, 
cursed and yelled. Calm was eventually 
restored by the prompt action of the keep- 
ers, who went quietly about assuring their 
charges that all danger was past. The 
prison resumed its usual quiet within three- 
quarters of an hour, except for the prisoners 
who were called out to aid in clearing up 
the wreckage in the yard. Some of the 
boards from the administration buildings’ 
roof were found half a mile away.

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MOODY'S MANTLE 


THE REV. G. CAMPBELL MORGAN 
ARRIVES IN CHICAGO. 


English Clergyman Begins Work at the 
Chicage Avenue Church of Extend- 
ing Northfield System of Bible Read- 
ing—Disdains Title ef Evangelist 
and Calls Himselfa Lecturer—Young 
Preacher Regarded as Successor to 
Great Revivalist in Leadership. 


An evangelist who denies himself that name 
arrived in Chicago yesterday. He is the 
Rev. G. Campbell Morgan, whom the follow- 
ers of the late Dwight L. Moody believe is 
to succeed to that great revivalist’s mantle 
of leadership. He is an Englishman with 
a trace of Scotch blood, and until two months 
ago the pastor of the New Court Congrega- 
tional Church of London. In April he re- 
signed his pulpit, believing that his duty 
was to extend in America the Northfield sys- 
tem of Bible study, founded by the man he 
had so admired and revered. 

Mr. Morgan had visited Mr. Moody at 
Northfield, had studied with him, and the 
closest of bonds had grown between the 
two. The living and vigorous young man 
began to feel soon after the evangelist’s 
death that his own lot was to carry on to 
the extent of his ability the latter’s life work. 
Hence his presence in America and in Chi- 
cago, 

Mr. Morgan called himself a teacher of 
Bible study yesterday afternoon, and would 
not have himself named as an evangelist. 
But last night at the Chicago Avenue Church, 
Moody's church, he showed none of the bear- 
ing of a lecturer, and all of that of an’ 
evangelist. With the forceful lteralness 
which used to distinguish Mr. Moody he ig- 
nored the tenets of higher criticism” by 
taking a text from the genealogical chapter 
of the Book of Genesis, and by speaking of 
his sermon hero, Enoch, as “ of the seventh 
generation from Adam.“ He did not admit 
an allegorical possibility by as much as 
mentioning the word allegory. 


Type of Earnest Young Preacher. 

If, however, Mr. Morgan was matter of 
fact in his statements, in appearance and in 
manner of address he was far less so. Ina 
traveling suit a few hours prior to sermon 
time he did not have the look of the ascetic, 
though nervous energy and much power were 
marked upon his thin, large-boned face, com- 
pressed lips, and Roman nose. The severe 
clerical garb added just the touch necessary 
to turn him into the perfected Mkeness of an 
earnest young preacher. The black, throat- 
fitting coat by contrast paled his features. 
The thin features appeared thinner, and the 
eyes, which were blue and of Scotch deter- 
mination, seemed to add directness to his 
message. 

With all the tenseness of his manner, how- 
ever, he was not flery. He preached as if 
arguing, though his statements were posi- 
tive, if not dogmatic, as if he were convinced 
that nothing could be said in satisfactory 
contradiction to His own assertions. He was 
ready of language, andeven eloquent, though 
he did not seem to aim at oratory. 

The completeness of his control over him- 
self was shown by an incident during the 
sermon. On the platform near him were sev- 
eral ministers, and to one of them came a boy 
with a message. The preacher stopped in 
the middie of a sentence and waited until the 
boy turned away. Then se spoke to his audi- 
ence, That doesn’t disturb me in the 
least,“ he said, but your attention was dis- 
tracted from me to the boy. I cannot talk to 
you unless I have your complete attention.” 
Thereupon he picked up the broken sentence 
without retracing a word. 


Preaches Without Much Preparation. 

In spite of the finished nature of the ser- 
mon, Mr. Morgan at 5:30 o’clock did not know 
what his subject would be, and vowed he had 
no list of prepared topics to draw upon. 

“I have only been at the institute ten min- 
utes, he said, and am so tired from my 
long journey from Northfield, Mass., that I 
intend to take at least an hour for rest. In 
that hour I will eat a light meal, and not until 
after I have concluded it will I think about 
my sermon. I speak without notes, and my 
labor of preparation is done when I arrange 
thoughts in my mind.“ 

I am not an evangelist,“ he replied, when 
asked if he was willing to be so addressed. 
“I am a Bible lecturer, and am engaged in 
what is called the Northfield extension work. 
I preach sermons, but chiefly Ilecture. Here 
in Chicago I will preach two evenings, but 
in the afternoons the students at the insti- 
tute will be my hearers. Chicago is not a new 
city to me. I have visited it several times in 
the last few years, but I have not been here 
since I came to America to make the country 
my home.“ 

Mr. Morgan is 36 years old and was 
born in Gloucestershire. His father was a 
Baptist minister and he himself was at-one 
time in the Wesleyan ranks. Later he be- 
came a Congregational minister. His first 
important charge that of Westminster 
road, Birmingham. He was called to New 
Court Church, London, in 1897. His first visit 
to America was in 1896.

The 
point at which the men were fishing is some 
distance from the Village of Cahokia, and 
instead of seeking a farmhouse the men and 
boys gathered around a tall sycamore tree, 
a hundred feet from where they had been 
fishing. Suddenly the tree was wrapped in a 
brilliant phosphorescent light. The reverber- 
ation which followed was heard for miles. 
When the citizens of Cahokia reached the 
party they found three dead, and had much 
difficulty in resuscfitating the others. None 
of the bodies was badly marked, the light- 
ning showing its effect principally in the feet 
of each. The point of contact was at the 
‘waist line of each individual, traversing the 
limbs in each instance and escaping into the 


earth. 

Bolt from Clear Sky Kills.

MOURN FOR LIGHTNING VICTIMS 


Relatives of the Eleven Men and Boys 
Prepare to Bury Their 
Dead. 


There were drawn shades and darkened 
rooms in ten homes of Lake View yesterday. 
On the doors swung crape and white ribbons, 
while crowds of curious neighbors gathered 
to discuss the lightning bolt that on Monday 
noon brought death to eleven men and boys 
in the hole under the Montrose avenue pier. 
The Coroner did not reach Bolger’s morgue, 
879 Sheffield avenue, until three hours after 
the time set for the inquest. In the small, 
stuffy rooms friends and relatives were 
crowded together, and as the minutes slipped 
away and no Coroner came the strain grew 
great. 

Deputy Coroner J. Downey was scheduled 
to appear at the morgue at 10 o’clock and at 
Seeber’s undertaking establishment, 2312 
Lincoln avenue, at 11 o'clock. He arrived on 
time at the latter place, and the inquest was 
quickly finished with a verdict of death by 
lightning. In this morgue was the one un- 
identified body, which proved to be that of 
August Scheffner of 490 North Wood street. 
It was 1 o'clock when Deputy Downey ar- 
rived at Bolger’s, and there found that the 
long wait had caused Mrs. Fritz Kuse of 429 
Addison street, whose 12-year-old son was 
dead in the room below, to faint, after sev- 
eral attacks of hysterics. It was explained 
by the deputy that the hot weather had 
brought a rush of work to the Coroner's of- 
fice, and that the delay was unavoidable. 
The chief, and practically the only, impor- 
tant witness was Percival Keane, the boy 
who was near the pier when the lightning 
struck, and who rescued Willie Anderson, 
the only survivor. The verdict in both cases 
was the same. Willie Anderson improved.

Chamberlain Strong Abroad. 

It was a large and influential gathering. 
although many regrets were recelved from 
public men. Ministers Biair, Fielding, Mills, 
Davis, and Fisher were the most conspicuous 
figures, but south Africa, Australia, and 
other self-governing sections of the empire 
were ‘represented. It was an informal con- 
feernce over the present phases of imperial 
policy and the necessity for adopting broad- 
minded and comprehensive measures for 
binding the empire together.

That the order was understood was evi- 
denced by visits by reporters for Tun Tris- 
UNE to thirty stores in various parts of the 
city. It was found impossible to purchase one 
of the weapons, although in many instances 
they still remained on exhibition in the shop 
windows with the price cards attached. The 
large department stores in State street also 
had been notified, and the sale of the pistols 
was discontinued, 


Dealers Complain of In justice.“ 


stock of the cheaper weapons, and they dis- 
coursed loudly on the “ injustice” of what 
they termed an “ eleventh hour injunction.” 
Few of the wholesale dealers from whom the 
weapons were bought will return their pur- 
chase price, and the prohibition on the sale 
or gift of the toy pistols will leave them on 
their hands as souvenirs of the first rigidly 
enforced Fourth of July proclamation. . 

The dealers who declare they have been 
wronged admit that the issuing of the proc- 
lamation forbidding the sale had been antici- 
pated, and was a repetition of that of former 
years, but asserted that it had been openly 
violated heretofore, and that they had ex- 
pected similar non-enforcement this year. 

Ot course they are dangerous, admitted 
one, “ but they are the best sellers in stock, 
and we had laid ih an extra large supply this 
year. The Mayor also ordered that no one 
would be allowed to discharge revolvers or 
explode cannon or dynamite crackers, and 
every one knows that no attention is paid to 
his commands. So we figured that they 
wouldn't bother with the toy pistol, either, 
and now we have got a supply on our hands 
which we may as well throw into the river.“

yesterday the Fourth of July proclamation 
of the Mayor was again printed and the at- 
tention of the policemen was once more 
called to its provisions by Chief O'Neill, 
who adds several comments to the proclama- 
tion.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 2.—[Special.}—Some. 
Milwaukee mothers deliberately expose their 
children to contagious disease, according to 
physicians of the Health department, and 
efforts are being made to stop the practice. 
There are now many cases of measles in me 
city, and an epidemic is threatened. 

There is an idea prevalent among the peo- 
ple,“ said Dr. John W. Coon today, that 
children should be exposed to the various 
contagious diseases, and have them over as 


them anyway, and that-they will get them 
in a milder form while young.“

lation between the Increased number of sui- 
cides in the last few years and the preva- 
lence of the grip during the same period, Dr.

BLPLOSIONS WRECK

Mr. Gates was born in Du Page County, III., on May 18, 1855, and was educated at the public 


schools and. at Northwestern College, 


Napierville, III., from which he graduated in 1873. He 


entered business as a dealer in grain; and then in hardware. While there he foresaw the

of the wire business, &nd finally established the firm of J. W. Gates & Co., to deal in wire products. 
He organized in 1881 the Southern Wire company, and became its President. Three years 
later he formed the Baddock Wire company of Pittsburg, and with his associates became in- 
terested in the Iowa Barbed Wire company of Allentown, Pa., the St. Louie wire mill, and the Baker 


Wire company of Lockport, III. 


These companies were combined in December, 1892, into the 


Consolidated Steel and Wire company, with a capital of $4,000,000. During this period he or- 


ganized the Columbia Fire company, and was its first President. 


This ce~cern was the outgrowth 


of the prolonged litigation over wire patents. The Columbia company concluded the litigation by 
the purchase of every existing barbed wire patent of value, and then licensed the contestants, who 


became stockholders. 


Mr. Gates resigned as President of the Consoli da ted Steel and Wire company in 1895, and in that 


year he became President of the Illinois Steel ‘com pany. 


He held that position until September, 


1898, when the company was taken into the Federal Steel company. In the meantime the Con- 
solidated Steel and Wire company continued to grow, and in April, 1898, it was combined with 
other companies into the American Steel and Wire company, and Mr. Gates was elected chairman 
of. the Board of Directors.

BIG JOB FOR QUARTERMASTER. 


Uncle Sam Pays Out $120,061,378 Dur- 
ing the Year for His Army 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—The Quarter- 
master’s division of the office of the Auditor 
for the War department closed its record of 
work done during the fiscal year which ended 
last Saturday with a showing greater in 
volume by almost 50 per cent than that of 
any previous year in the history of the Treas- 
ury. 

The grand total of expenditures thus audit- 
ed is $120,061,378, or over 23% per cent of the 
entire cost of the government. It is divided 
as follows: Quartermaster’s disbursements, 
$73,000,000; commissary’s, $29,000,000; engi- 
neers’, $18,000,000. 

The total number of monthly accounts set- 
tled was 16,481, involving the examination in 
detail of 2,340,000 vouchers. These covered 
transactions in the taels of China, yen of 
Japan, rupees of India and Ceylon, francs, 
marks, and pounds of Mediterranean coun- 
tries, Mexican dollars of the Philippines and 
pesos of Cuba, all of which had to be reduced 
to the domestic standard and so stated in re- 
spect to each officer’s accounts that the 
Treasury might know his exact indebtedness 
at a glance. 


EX-BANKER WARD ARRESTED. 


National Found by Secret Service 
Operatives in Jersey City. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—Chief Wilkie 
of the secret service today received a tele- 
Sram announcing the arrest of Thomas F. 
Ward at Jersey City, N. J., by Special Oper- 
ative Peeke. Ward was Vice President of 
the Lemars (Ia.) National Bank and is said 
to have lost heavily in the stock market 
last April, and is charged with having used 
the bank's funds. He left Lemars and was 
not located until about two weeks ago, when 
he was seen by a former acquaintance to 
enter the Jersey City postoffice. He was 
located today by Operative Peeke and arrest- 
ed. He is said to have signified his willing- 
ness to return to Iowa without extradition 
formalities.

Good Outlook for Railroads 

Of the effect of the favorable crop situa- 
tion on American railroad earnings the Lon- 
don Statist says: 

“The gathering in of another bountiful 
harvest in the United States, and the proba- 
bility that the quantity not required for home 
consumption will be placed abroad at good 
prices, indicate ‘that the prosperity of the 
country is assured for at least another year. 
During the last few years the United States 
has made enormous profits on its foreign 


“trade and has accumulated an immense 


amount of capital. Every year's good crops 
and good trade mean a further large addi- 
tion to the cumulating profits. In the earlier 
years of trade improvement in thé States 
profits were devoted to the repayments of 
debts; with a continuance of prosperity prot̃- 
its were devoted to the rebullding of farms, 
the purchase of an immense quantity of agri- 
cultural machinery, etc. In the third stage, 
reached during the last two years, profits 
have been devoted to accumulation or in- 
vestment, the purchase of luxuries, and to 


increased comforte of all classes of the peo- 


ple.. The effect of another year of prosper- 
ity will doubtless be to stimulate the con- 
struction of houses, the devélopment of new 
industries, and greatly to increase the ex- 
penditures upon luxuries. 

* With the above outiook, both the passen- 
ger and fretght earnings of the railways are 
likely to be maintained, and probably to sur- 
pass the high level of the last year. On the 
other hand, with the country extremely pros- 
perous, a further advance in wages and in 
prices seems inevitable, and the cost of rail- 
way working is likely to materially increase. 
But in spite of increased expenditure the 


companles should have no difficulty in main- 


taining the profite of the last year, and in 
many instances higher dividends may be 


‘forthcoming, as hitherto a large proportion 


of the railway profits has been devoted to 
betterment outlays. In many cases less than 
half the profits shown have been distributed 
as dividends. The Northwestern roads in 
particular should benefit in contrast with 
last year, when the epring wheat crop was 


practically a failure, and the results which 


may be secured by the Great Northern and

They could have af- 
forded to pay out a million in bribes to 
secure lation which will put many mil- 
lions of dollars in their pockets. They

~ gingle City of Philadelphia franchises for 


which Mr. Wanamaker offered $2,500,000. 

Nevertheless, these stories about the pay- 
ment of enormous bribes to many members 
of the Legislature, even though based on 
the alleged statements of bribe-givers and 
bribe-takers—who may be loquacious in 
Pennsyivania, but who are not in Illinois 
are unquestionably much exaggerated. 
The Pittsburg bill was passed to take the 
control of the city government out of the 
hands of Senator Quay's enemies and put 
it -in those of his friends. Every mem- 
ber di the Legislature who was an ad- 
herent of the Senator naturally would vote 
for it without being paid to do so. It 
any votes were purchased the number can- 
not have been large. 

There is reason to believe that, as a rule, 


“the bribery of legislators has comparative- 


ly little to do with the enactment of ob- 
noxious laws. The “influence” which is 
brought to bear is usually of a different 
kind. When party leaders give orders their 
followers in the Legislature usually obey 
orders, asking no questions and demanding 
no compensation unless it be the assurance 
of a renomination or the promise of some 
patronage.

FATALITIES CAUSED BY HEAT. 
Though Chicagoans have felt the discom- 


hot. The present torrid wave now covers | 
practically the whole country and affords 


in the different cities. A comparison of the 
heat fatalities on Monday at various points 
shows better than anything else the ad- 
vantage enjoyed by Chicago. 

On that day the deaths from heat in 
New York numbered ninety-six, while the 
prostrations ran up into the hundreds. The 
population of Greater New York is 3,400,- 
000, or almost twice that of Chicago. On 
this basis Monday's fatalities in Chicago 
would have been forty-eight, whereas the 
deaths from heat in this city were only two. 
The difference shows how much more dead- 
ly the temperature becomes in New York, 
Pittsburg, with a population of 321,000, 
had eighteen deaths by heat. At that rate 
Chicago would have had ninety deaths. 
Philadelphia, with a population of 1,293,000,

BAD GEEMAN HARVESTS. 


at Berlin, reports that a “disastrous 
deficit” in German breadstuffs is at hand. 
The wheat and rye crops will be sad fail- 
ures. The estimated deficit in the wheat 
yield of Prussia alene is 1003, 000 tons, to 
replace which with imported grain will cost 
about $43,000,000.. The shortage in the rye 
crop will be 718,000 tons, to replace which 
will cost $24,500,000. ‘This is indeed a seri- 
ous loss, and to make matters even worse 


hucerne. This loss of crops, which would 
have been worth about 100, 000, 000, coming 
as it does on top of the industrial depression 
in Germany, will make 1901 an unhappy 
year for its people. 

In view of the fact that the requirements 
of the German Empine in respect to foreign 
grown breadetuffs willl far exceed those of 
any recent year, onerwould imagine that the 
first step taken woul be to reduce material- 
ly the high duties oreign grain. Enough 
surplus wheat will be grown in the United 
States alone to take care of this German 
deficit. The only. question is whether the 
Germans will betallowed by their govern- 
ment to have this/wheat on moderate terms. 

Undoubtedly the duties will be lowered 
somewhat, but if the Agrarians have their 
‘way the reduction will be altogether too 
email. They teke the position that the 
farmers have suffered so much that they 
should be protected from foreign competi- 
tion and be allowed to make the most they 
can out of the scanty harvests they ‘are 
going to reap. This argument will appeal 
forcibly to the men who grow wheat and 
rye. It will not meet with the approval of 
the working classes, whose foodstuffs have 
been made too dear in years of plenty by 
the heavy protection given the agricul- 
turista. 

Plans have been sketched out for the re- 
It is proposed that the 
government shall loan money to the farmers 
at a low rate of interest, that railway freight 
rates on articles bought by them shall be 
lowered, and that the payment of agricul- 
tural repts and ditching and diking taxes for 
this year shall be deferred. These measures 
will give some relief to the grain-growers, 
but the only way in which the mass of the 
people can be given relief is by a notable 
reduction of the duties on foreign bread- 
stuffs. The day has come when Germany, 
like Great Britain, is no longer able to sup- 
ply the food its people consume. That day 
having come, the policy of excessive protec- 
tion for the agricultural classes will have to 
be given up, or the manufacturing industries 


will suffer. 
GITY WEEDS AND THE FARMER.

It seems all the more surprising, then, 
that those persons who have the good fortune 
to live on the North Side should show a 
disposition to increase, rather than to al- 
lay, the miseries of their neighbors. Such, 
however, is the case. A drive through the 
prairie and a few conversations with the 
farmers will give one the rural view of the 
matter. It is the old question of weeds. 
The farmers feel themselves aggrieved, and 
apparently with justice, because the vacant 
lots and sometimes the lawns of the north 
shore are allowed to run wild with chick- 
weed, smartweed, and other noxious planta. 
To the farmer this negligence means a great 
loss of time and money. When a gentle 
east wind carries the seeds out into the 
prairie and lodges them in the farmer's 
cornfield or onion bed the farmer knows 
that it will sometimes take him years to 
bring his land back to its former condition. 
Mert lopping off or plowing under seems 
to have only a transitory effect upon the 
weeds in question. Radical measures are 
necessary, and while the farmer is spend- 
ing his days and nights in his efforts to

Alderman Thompson's ordinance for the 
appointment of a committee for the super- 
vision of athletic sports. 
shall approve the ordinance he will undoubt- 
edly appoint the Alderman the chairman of 
the committee. No other member of the 
Council has the qualifications for such a 
position that he has. The ordinance makes 
it the duty of the committee “ to encourage 
the physical development of our people, and 
to educate them to a knowledge of the fact 
that indulgence in athletic exercises and 
sports will greatly benefit the physical and 
moral health of those who engage in such 
exercises.” Perhaps the members of the

The ordinance has been mutilated, in 
Alderman Thompson’s opinion, by a most 
proper amendment prohibiting all exhibi- 
tions in violation of State laws. This means 
sparring and boxing matches. But this will 
not leave the committee without an oceupa- 
tion. The ordinance provides that no ath- 
letic -exhibition or contest of skill, for ad- 
mission to which the general public is 
charged a fee, shall be held without a per- 
mit signed by the committee. There will 
be many such contests—football, billiard, 
and baseball games, fencing and wrestling 
matches, for instance. It will be the duty 
and the pleasure of Alderman Thompson 
and his colleagues to supervise these pas- 
times and see that they are fairly conducted. 
There is one weak spot in the ordinance. 
It provides that 10 per cent of the gross 
receipts of athletic exhibitions shall go to 
the city, to be used to secure buildings and 
apparatus, so that the general public may 
indulge freely in games and exercises. Th. 
Corporation Counsel told the Aldermen they 
have no power to appropriate money for this 
purpose, but they were so willing to make 
Alderman Thompson the official arbiter of 
athletics that they disregarded the advice 


ot the law department. This was a mis- 


take, but the Mayor may not deem it of 
so serious a nature as to compel him to veto 
the ordinance. The sports and pastimes of 
the city need the regulating hand of Alder- 
man Thompson. | 


CAUGHT WITH USELESS STAMPS. 

The act making unnecessary the use of 
stamps on bank checks, leases, powers of 
attorney, life and fire insurance policies, 
and many other similar documents after 
July 1 was passed several months ago. 
Persons who have been in the habit of using 
these stamps, having had timely notice, 
probably have tried to sail close to the wind, 
so as to have as few of them on hand as 
possible at the beginning of the new order 
of things. Perhaps they would have been 
even more careful about this had they 
known how difficult and unprofitable it is 
to endeavor to collect small sums from the 
government, even when those sums unques- 
tionably are due. 

The holder of less than $2 of bank check 
stamps or other small stamps cannot get 
them redeemed at all. The holder of $3 or 
$4 worth has to go through as many for- 
malities and make as many affidavits as it 
he were collecting a debt of $100,000, The 
Collector of Internal Revenue cannot be 
blamed for this. The laws are at fault. A 
man not versed in the red tape methods of 
the government cannot understand why, if 
he is stuck with only two or three little 
stamps, he should not be allowed to present 
them at the Subtreasury, the Internal Rev- 
enue office, or the postoffice and get the 
money for them. The fact that they are 


in his possession is evidence that the gov- 


ernment has received pay for them. It 
should not be necessary for the holder of 
$2 worth of stamps to make an affidavit 
setting forth that he is the owner, telling 
how he came into possession of them, and 
going through various other performances 
exhaustive of time and money in order to 
get what is due him, Nevertheless, it is the 
law. | 

The small losers by these stamps must re- 
sigh themselves to their loss. The United 
States government, which in some ways is 
extraordinarily mean, has their money and 
will not give it back to them. They are out 
of pocket to that extent. Their only con- 
solation is that they have contributed a 
little to pile up the surplus revenue of $76,- 
000,000 which the government collected dur- 
ing the last fiscal year.

brought by stockholders. Since its incep- 
tion, however, no disclaimer of any sort 
relative to it has been uttered officially by 
any of the companies interested in its re- 
sults, and it is inevitable that their ac- 
quiescence and approval should be inferred.

SUPPRESS THE TOY PISTOL. 

Chief of Police O’Neill’s order to stop 
the sale of the deadly toy pistol is timely 
and necessary. It should be enforced all 
over-the city with rigor. Traffic in these 
producers of lockjaw has been tolerated 
so long that it may require vigorous meas- 
ures to convince the dealers that the city 
administration is in -earnest this time and 
will tolerate no further violation of the 
ordinance. In fulfilling the Chief's order 
the police should talk so sharply to the 
offending dealers that they will be frignt- 
ened into immediate compliante with the 
law. There is no use in dealing gently. 
with men who will deliberately endanger 
the lives of children for the paltry gain to be 
had from selling this murderous little in- 
strument. | 

The Health department's bulletin cites 
the fact that there were twenty-nine deaths 
from toy pistol lockjaw last Fourth of July, 
and it adds the pertinent question, Have 
parents no responsibility in this matter?’ 
Parents. should codperate in stopping this 
dangerous business. They are the ones | 
most immediately concerned in saving their 
children from mutilation and a painful 
death. There is no known cure for tetanus 
or lockjaw after the disease has once be- 
come fully developed. The only way to 
fight it is by prevention, and the surest way 
to prevent it is to keep the children from 
getting hold of the treacherous and worth- 
less toy that most frequently produces the 
disease. | 

Though the police ean get after the 7 
serupulous dealers who sell toy pistols, the 
parents are the only ones who can get at 
the evil from the side of the victims. Every 
father should forbid his children to buy 
these things and should convince his 
patriotic offspring that his order will be en- 
forced under penalty of the time-honored 
punishment which parents alone are al- 
lowed to administer. It will be money in 
his pocket to attend to this matter in time, 
to say nothing of the worry or grief that 
may come by neglecting it, The Mayor, the 
Health Commissioner, the Chief of Police 
are right when they say that parents are 
responsible for the toy pistol as well as the 
‘police. If the evil is attacked from both 
directions this year there will be no such list 
of deaths from lockjaw as there was on the 
last Fourth of July.

This decision on the part of King Edward 
will have the effect of keeping away from

at court is no longer desirable.

Still longer is the Hst of aliases who, hav- 
ing been presented at court, are now no longer 
on its Ust.
